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« The harbor of Yiomar was iced in until well along in April. From mid-April until 
30 June, 554 shins entered the harbor: 8 German, 265 Danish, 43 Russian, 30 Fin- 
nish, 9 "Enelish, 8 Norwegian, 1 Belgian, 57 Imtch, 133 Swedish.

Of the above totals, 2,300 & grain went to the western zones jf Germany; all 
the rest went outside Germany. 


2. Customs officials are not allowed te enter the port at Roatocks not even the 
pertion which is not fenced in. As a result,it is impossible to collect 
duties and taxes on legitimate shipping and to control sumgsliig. 


3. The harbor of Warneminde is blocked off. The Swedish ferry has‘ reachad Warne-- 
five times since its inauguration 1 June 1947. Ninety~coven carloads of 
mods (granite, acotic acid, hardware, turpentine) arrived for Czechoslovakia 
and twenty-eicht carloads of food, raner, glass, china, machinery, cloth, and 
electrical equipment arrived from Czechoslovakia. Seventeen carloads of goods 
arrived from Denmark. One carload of unwashed wool arrived for Leipzig. 
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Batween 20 Avril and 30 June 1947, 20,189 t of prain, 9,633 t of potatoes, 

135 t of whitewash, and 14 t of rine logs were shirved from Stralsund, Antelan, 
Nolrant, Jarnen, Dangarten, Leutermeh, and Barth to the dritish Zone. Sebueen 
14 ‘lay and 30 June 1947, 43 Danish motorboate from 3ornholn broutht 1,275 t of 
codfish, 21 t of herring to Stralsund. 1,596 t of Glauberts salt and "360 t of 
rotash were shipred to Finland and 349 t af rotach to Denmark,
